“The timing is totally wrong,” Bijleveld said, pointing out that there 
were so many things in Curacao like education and healthcare that 
need money urgently. 

She said she had an uneasy feeling about the pension scheme and 
had to say something about it. “This is totally incomprehensible in 
the Netherlands.” 

Curacao’s Finance Commissioner Mike Willem defended the 
decision by saying that he was a very tight-fisted person, but the 
pensions were not well-arranged. 

Bijleveld indicated that she understood that the scheme had to be 
adjusted sometime, because there were Island Council members 
paying premiums without their pension being well-arranged. 
However, she said she “cannot understand why it had to happen 
right now.” 

Bijleveld and De Lannooy signed a confirmation of the arrangements 
made regarding the debt restructuring. On December 11, the day after 
the financial supervision by the Financial Supervision Committee 
became effective, the Netherlands deposited 464 million guilders 
(203 million euros) in one of the earmarked accounts opened at the 
Central Bank of the Netherlands Antilles on November 10, 2007. 
This amount is for the settlement of the payment arrears of the 
Central Government, Curacao and St. Maarten. 

As a result of agreements in the Final Declaration of November 
2, 2006, the Transition Agreement (February 12, 2007) and 
the government agreement entered on August 28, 2007, the 
Netherlands has reserved approximately 1.7 billion euros for the 
debt restructuring. 

The debt restructuring has two components. 

Approximately 240 million euros is allocated for the payments 
arrears, while the remaining amount will be used for the debt 
payments plus interest. 

A total of 27 million euros was already deposited in an account of 
the Central Bank of the Netherlands Antilles in November 2007 to 
settle the payments arrears for the BES islands. 

The debt restructuring can begin because the financial supervision 
became effective on December 10. The execution will take place in 
reality as soon as the accountants check the payment. 
Arrangements were made with the Central Government and 
Curacao for the taking over of the debt-title (loans and so on). St. 
Maarten has no debts based on loans, only payment arrears. 

De Lannooy said, “There are Dutchmen who really love us. 
Sometimes you hear criticism by people who wonder whether 
the Dutchmen love the Antilles. In the state secretary’s case, I can 
really say that she loves us. Also the Antilles loves Bijleveld.” 
Bijleveld extended her appreciation (a big smile) to De Lannooy 
for her friendly words. Also Prime Minister Emily de Jongh-Elhage 
praised Bijleveld for her dedication to the Antilles. 

Central Bank director Emsley Tromp was very pleased with 
the cooperation with the Netherlands. “The restructuring of the 
Antillean debts has been a long and difficult process. This is a 
milestone.

CURACAO - Petroleos de Venezuela SA’s Isla refinery on the 
island of Curacao will return to full capacity during coming 
days after a shutdown last week, the managing director of the 
power company supplying the plant said. The 360,000 barrel- 
a-day facility should restart “over Christmas,” Alan Wilson, 
managing director of Curacao Utilities Co., said today in a 
telephone interview. The refinery is receiving a “substantial” 
supply of power and steam after a blackout caused the plant to 
shut down on Dec. 19, he said. The shutdown was at least the 
second time this year that the refinery went offline because of 
a lack of steam and power. Wilson said he didn’t have details 
on which units were still out of service and that the plant is in 
“recovery mode.” Petroleos de Venezuela, the state oil company 
known as PDVSA, declined to comment through a spokesman. 
He asked not to be identified, citing company policy.

Retailers slash prices to 
entice holiday shoppers

NEW YORK (AP) - Bargain-hunters hit 
America’s stores early Friday to take advantage 
of drastic price cuts offered by retailers 
desperate to get rid of old merchandise and 
boost their less-than-cheery holiday sales. 
Many retailers opened before 6 a.m., offering 
50 percent to 75 percent off on toys, furniture, 
electronics and clothing. Stores were hoping 
the discounts would entice shoppers to redeem 
gift cards and use cash from returning unwanted 
gifts to buy something new. 

Laura Hernandez, a 3 7-year-old nurse, hoped 
to find a good deal at a Miami-area Wal-Mart 
on the one present her husband and son had 
really wanted - a plasma TV. 

“When they saw that there was no Christmas 
gift larger than the Christmas tree, they knew 


there was no TV,” Hernandez said. “They know 
Mommy is out early this morning bringing 
home their new toy.” 

But consumers who saw plenty of bargains 
before Christmas still seemed to be spending 
carefully - meaning even the big discounts may 
not be enough to salvage one of the most dismal 
holiday shopping seasons in years. Some were 
unimpressed with even rock-bottom prices 
while others were just flat-out returning items 
for cash. After an early surge, several malls in 
the New York area were “quieter than expected” 
on Friday, said Marshal Cohen, chief industry 
analyst at market research firm NPD Group 
Inc. 

The lure of after-Christmas shopping was hurt 
by the deep discounts stores offered before the 
holiday.

Gift card sales have also been 
down, meaning fewer people 
are returning to the malls with 
“free money” to spend. 

“The last week of December 
represents about 14 percent 
of Christmas sales,” said C. 
Britt Beemer, chairman of 
America’s Research Group. 
“You can’t save a season with 
only one-seventh of the sales 
to go.” 

The holiday season - which 
typically accounts for 30 
percent to 50 percent of a 
retailer’s annual total sales 
- has been less than jolly 
for most retailers. Job cuts, 
portfolio losses and other 
economic woes have convinced 
consumers to cut back on 
their spending. Meanwhile, 
strong winter storms during 
the holiday season kept some 
would-be shoppers at home. 
According to preliminary 
data from SpendingPulse 


- a division of MasterCard 
Advisors that tracks total 
sales paid for by credit card, 
checks and cash - retail sales 
fell between 5.5 percent and 
8 percent during the holiday 
season compared with last 
year. Excluding auto and 
gas sales, they fell 2 percent 
to 4 percent, according to 
SpendingPulse. 

Sales of women’s clothing 
dropped nearly 23 percent 
while men’s clothing sales 
slipped more than 14 percent. 
Footwear sales fell 13.5 
percent. Sales of electronics 
and appliances fell even more 
drastically, dropping almost 
27 percent. 

More consumers appeared 
to do their shopping online, 
particularly in the last two 
weeks of the season when 
storms snowed shoppers 
in. Online sales dipped just 
2.3 percent from last year, 
according to SpendingPulse. 
Online retailer Amazon.com 


said Friday the 2008 holiday 
season was its “best ever,” 
with more than 6.3 million 
items ordered. 

Holiday bestsellers included 
the Nintendo Wii, Samsung’s 
52-inch FCD HDTV, the 
Apple iPod touch and the 
Blokus board game. Cohen 
said Amazon did a great job 
offering deals and driving 
customers to its site, adding 
that “the best possible prices” 
were frequently on Amazon, 
com. 

A better indicator of how 
retailers fared will arrive Jan. 
8, when major stores report 
same-store sales, or sales at 
locations open at least a year, 
for December. 

Retailers, who have been 
cutting prices all season, 
offered more deals for after 
Christmas. Toys R Us said 
it was cutting prices by 60 
percent on some brands. Sears 
stores were offering doorbuster 
deals through noon.Q

“It’s going to be a heck of a 
storm,” said Chris Cuoco, 
senior forecaster for the 
National Weather Service 
in Grand Junction, Colo. 
“We’re expecting significant 
snowfall in all the mountains 
of Colorado. Even the valleys 
are going to see 4-plus inches 
of snow.” 

Up to 20 inches of snow 
was forecast in parts of the 
Rockies, along with wind 
gusts of up to 80 mph. 

In the Midwest, most streets 
and highways in the Chicago 
area were ice-glazed. The 
Eisenhower Expressway — 
Interstate 290 — was closed 
for a time because of the ice, 
but the temperature was rising 
above the freezing point by 
midmoming. The village of 
Lemont, Ill., shut down all its 
major intersections. 

The full length of the Indiana 
Toll Road, more than 150 
miles, was shut down for 
about two hours Friday 
morning because it was “an 


entire sheet of ice” with 
numerous accidents, said 
state Trooper William Jones. 
Indiana also closed a 10-mile 
section of Interstate 69 just 
north of Fort Wayne. 

Utah officials shut down 
Interstate 84 at the Utah-Idaho 
state line Friday because of 
the weather, and some state 
roads were open only to 
vehicles with tire chains or 
four-wheel-drive. Colorado 
closed at least two mountain 
pass highways. 

Heavy snow and whiteout 
conditions in the Sierra 
Nevada on Thursday led 
authorities to intermittently 
shut down Interstate 80, 
the busy main link between 
northern N e vada and N orthern 
California. 

The mountains around Lake 
Tahoe received about 2 feet 
of snow, bringing totals at 
some resorts in the past two 
weeks to 10 feet. 

“This is one of the snowiest 
Christmas holiday periods 
I can remember,” said Kent 
Hoopingamer, general 


manager at Homewood 
Mountain Resort. 

Elsewhere in the Sierra, 
an avalanche killed a 21- 
year-old man Thursday at 
the Squaw Valley USA ski 
resort in California. A Utah 
avalanche killed two people 
earlier in the week. 

In New Mexico, San Juan 
County got up to 5 inches 
of snow for its first white 
Christmas in 11 years, the 
weather service said.

Federal judges call for higher pay

WASHINGTON - Earlier this 
year, Martin Jenkins took what 
looked like a step down the 
career ladder. Jenkins traded 
his lifetime appointment as a 
federal trial judge for a seat on 
a California state appeals court. 
In his new job, Jenkins must 
periodically face the voters, 
but he reaped one immediate 
benefit — a 20 percent jump in 
his annual salary. 

Jenkins’ case highlights what 
Chief Justice John Roberts and 
many other federal judges have 
identified as an emerging crisis 
— the failure to pay judges 
enough to keep them on the job 
and lure talented lawyers from 
private practice to the federal 
bench. 

Not everyone sees it the way 
Roberts does. Committees in 
the House and Senate this year 
voted nearly 30 percent salary 
hikes for federal judges, but 
neither house of Congress acted 
on the measure. 


Judges last received a 
substantial pay raise in 1991, 
although they have been given 
increases designed to keep pace 
with inflation in most years 
since then. 

For 2009, though, judges are 
alone among federal workers — 
members of Congress included 
— in not getting a cost-of- 
living adjustment. Lawmakers 
get their COLA (cost-of-living 
allowance) automatically — 
$4,700 for 2009 — but they 
refused to authorize the same 
2.8 percent bump forjudges. 
“Federal judges are currently 
under-compensated because 
Congress has repeatedly failed 
to adjust judicial salaries in 
response to inflation,” said 
James C. Duff, director of the 
Administrative Office of the 
U.S Courts. “By its failure to do 
so once again, Congress only 
exacerbates a long-standing 
problem it must someday 
address.” Duff acknowledged 
that the current economic 
turmoil makes the judges’ case 


harder. After all, federal trial 
judges are paid $169,300 a 
year, have lifetime job security 
and can retire at full salary at 
age 65 if they have 15 years in 
the job. Appellate judges make 
more, ranging up to Roberts’ 
salary of $217,400. 

But those salaries, large as 
they are, are much smaller 
than what judges’ peers make 
in private practice. Attorney 
General-designate Eric Holder 
said his partnership at the law 
firm of Covington & Burling 
earned him $2.1 million this 
year. Attorney General Michael 
Mukasey, who retired as a 
federal judge in 2006 after 18 
years, made nearly $2 million 
in 21 months at a New York 
law firm. 

Timothy Lewis resigned from 
the 3rd U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals in Philadelphia in 
1999 at the age of 44, after 
eight years as a federal judge. 
Money was a consideration. 
“It’s almost embarrassing to say 
you can’t survive on $170,000 
or $180,000, whatever it was 
that I was being paid,” said 
Lewis, now in private practice 
in Washington. “That’s not true, 
of course. But it just did not 
seem conducive to the lifestyle 
I was trying to provide for my 
children in private schools and 
college tuitions, which I’m 
paying now.” Appellate judges 
made $145,000 in 1999. 

Yet even with the wide gap in 
pay between judgeships and 
private practice, only a handful 
of judges are leaving before 
they are eligible for retirement. 
In the past two years, seven 
judges younger than 65 quit. Of 
those, Mark Filip was appointed 
deputy attorney general of the 
United States. Another judge, 
Edward Nottingham, resigned 
amid an ethics controversy.^

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Ninth body found at site of Santa-suit killings

COVINA, Calif. -Aninthbody 
was found Friday morning at 
the charred site of a Christmas 
Eve massacre where a recently 
divorced man dressed as 
Santa shot indiscriminately at 
partygoers and destroyed his 
former in-laws’ house with a 
homemade blowtorch. 

The attacker, Bruce Pardo, 
reached a Dec. 18 settlement 
with his ex-wife, who along 
with her parents was believed to 
be among the dead. His lawyer 
and a fellow church usher were 
among those who said they had 
never seen anything to indicate 
he was capable of such a brutal 
crime. 

Pardo’s attorney, Stanley Silver, 
said his client seemed cheerful 
when he left a message two days 
before the shooting and was 
trying to pay $ 10,000 to finalize 
the divorce proceedings. 

“All of my dealings with him 
were always pleasant and 
cheerful,” Silver said. “I’d 
never encountered him when 
he was ... angry or unpleasant 
at all.” 

Pardo left the scene of the 
killings and was found dead 
Thursday, of a single bullet 
to the head, at his brother’s 
house. 

The body of his ninth victim 
was found Friday morning 
when investigators resumed 
searching what was left of the 
two-story home on a cul-de-sac 
in Covina, 25 miles east of Los 
Angeles. 

Eight bodies were recovered 
Thursday from the destroyed 
house; it was not yet known 
where the gunfire or the flames 


killed them. None of the dead 
or missing has been identified. 
The bloodbath began about 
11:30 p.m. Wednesday when 
an 8-year-old girl attending a 
Christmas Eve party answered 
a knock at the door. A man 
dressed as Santa and carrying 
what appeared to a present 
pulled out a handgun and shot 
her in the face, then began 
shooting indiscriminately as 
partygoers tried to flee. 

The gift-wrapped box Pardo 
was carrying actually contained 
a pressurized homemade device 
he used to spray a liquid that 
quickly sent the house up 
in flames. Police said Pardo 
had recently worked in the 
aerospace industry. 

Pardo, 45, had no criminal 
record and no history of 
violence, according to police, 
but he was angry following last 
week’s settlement of his divorce 


after a short marriage. 

A court summary of the 
divorce case shows that Sylvia 
Pardo filed for a dissolution of 
marriage on March 24, 2008. 
The summary indicates she 
and Bruce Pardo reached a 
settlement on Dec. 18 and were 
separated after about two years 
of marriage. 

Court documents show Sylvia 
Pardo got the couple’s dog, 
the wedding ring and $10,000 
in the settlement agreement, 
while he got the house. In 
June, the court ordered Bruce 
Pardo to pay $1,785 a month in 
spousal support and put him on 
a payment plan of $450 a month 
for $3,570 that was unpaid. 
Pardo’s attorney said the 
man had trouble making the 
payments after he lost his job 
in July, but spousal support was 
waived in the settlement signed 
earlier this month. 


Investigators seeking further 
information about Pardo’s 
motives have begun searching 
his home in the suburban 
Los Angeles community of 
Montrose. 

Christmas lights decorated 
the roof of Pardo’s home and 
plastic nutcracker soldiers and 
striped candy canes poked out 
of the neatly trimmed lawn. A 
black Cadillac Escalade and a 
white Hummer were parked in 
the driveway. 

Neighbors frequently saw 
Pardo working on his lawn and 
walking his dog, a big, brown 
Akita. Pardo served regularly 
as an usher at evening Mass

Police: Mexican beauty queen’s 
boyfriend was drug kingpin

Mexican beauty queen arrested 
in a truck filled with weapons 
was dating a suspected leader in 
the powerful Juarez drug cartel,

The boyfriend of Miss Sinaloa 
Laura Zuniga is Angel Orlando 
Garcia Urquiza, a top operative 
in the Ciudad Juarez-based 
cartel, which at one point was 
considered Mexico’s largest 
drug ring, said Jalisco Public 
Security Secretary Luis Carlos 
Najera. 

The couple was traveling with 
six alleged bodyguards in 
Zapopan, outside the colonial 
city of Guadalajara, when 
soldiers stopped their two 
trucks at a military checkpoint 
on Monday, police said. 

Inside, authorities found a large 
stash of weapons, ammunition 
and $53,300 in U.S. currency. 
The alleged relationship 
between Garcia and Mexico’s 
well-known reigning beauty 


queen shows how deep powerful 
drug gangs have penetrated 
society, stretching well beyond 
bribing police and officials. 
Mexican media report that 
traffickers with their visible 
wealth often have their pick of 
women in states like Sinaloa, 
where Zuniga is from and the 
home of the cartel of the same 
name. The popular musical 
genre “Narco-corridos” 

glorifies traffickers’ exploits 
and gangs often have prefered 
bands who play their private 
parties. A number of Mexican 
musicians linked to cartels have 
been murdered in recent years. 
Zuniga won the Miss Sinaloa 
pageant this year. She placed 
third in the Miss Mexico 
contest, whose winner 
competes for the Miss Universe 
title, and was crowned Miss 
HispanoAmericana, beating 
out contestants across Latin 
America. 

She was expected to represent 
Mexico in an international 
contest in January. 

Pageant organizers say they 
are awaiting the results of the 
investigation before deciding 
whether to strip her of her 
crowns. 

Garcia’s brother, Ricardo, was 
arrested in 2005 and police 
said he was responsible for 20 
percent of Mexican narcotics 
sold on U.S. streets at the time. 
He reportedly earned nearly 
$1 billion a month smuggling 
Colombian cocaine and 
marijuana into the United states 
through corridors near Ciudad 
Juarez, which lies across the 
border from El Paso, Texas. □

Pakistan moves troops toward Indian border

ISLAMABAD, Pakistan (AP) 
Pakistan began moving 
thousands of troops to the Indian 
border Friday, intelligence 
officials said, sharply raising 
tensions triggered by the 
Mumbai terror attacks. 

India has blamed Pakistani- 
based militants for last month’s 
siege on its financial capital, 
which killed 164 people and has 
provoked an increasingly bitter 
war of words between nuclear¬ 
armed neighbors that have 
fought three wars in 60 years. 
The troops headed to the Indian 
border were being diverted 
away from tribal areas near 
Afghanistan, officials said, 
and the move was expected 
to frustrate the United States, 
which has been pushing Pakistan 
to step up its fight against al- 
Qaida and Taliban militants 
near the Afghan border. 

Two intelligence officials said 
the army’s 14th Division was 
being redeployed to the towns 
of Kasur and Sialkot, close to 
the Indian border. They said 
some 20,000 troops were on the 
move. Earlier Friday, a security 
official said all troop leave had 
been canceled. 

The officials spoke on condition 
of anonymity because of the 
sensitivity of the situation. 

Both countries have said they 
want to avoid military conflict 
over the attacks. But India has 
not ruled out the use of force as 


it presses its neighbor to crack 
down on the Pakistani-based 
terrorist group it blames for the 
attack. 

Pakistani Prime Minister Syed 
YousufRazaGilani has promised 
to respond aggressively if 
attacked but reassured India 
Friday that Pakistan would not 
strike first. 

“We will not take any action on 
our own,” Gilani told reporters. 
“There will be no aggression 
from our side.” 

Meanwhile, Indian Foreign 
Minister Pranab Mukherjee 
accused Pakistan of trying to 
divert attention away from its 
struggle to rein in homegrown 
terror groups like Lashkar-e- 
Taiba, which Delhi accuses of 
masterminding the Mumbai 
attacks. 

“They should concentrate on the 
real issue: how to fight against 
terrorists and how to fight 
against and bring to book the 
perpetrators of (the) Bombay 
terrorist attack,” he said. 
Pakistan has arrested several 
senior members of the banned 
group and cracked down on 
a charity the U.S. and UN say 
was a front for Lashkar. India 
has demanded greater action, 
but Pakistan says it needs to 
share evidence backing up its 
claims. 

Mukherjee responded Friday by 
saying India had provided more 
than enough evidence about 
the militants, who infiltrated 
Mumbai by sea. 


“We have indicated to them that 
there are ample evidences from 
the log book of the captured ship, 
from the information available 
from satellite telephones and 
various others that elements 
from Pakistan were responsible 
for this attack,” Mukherjee told 
reporters. 

Earlier, Indian Prime Minister 
Manmohan Singh met Friday 
with the chiefs of the army, 
navy and air force to discuss 
“the prevailing security 
situation,” according to an 
official statement. 

An Associated Press reporter 
in Dera Ismail Khan, a district 
that borders Pakistan’s militant- 
infested South Waziristan tribal 
area, said he saw around 40 
trucks loaded with soldiers 
heading away from the Afghan 
border Friday. 

A senior security official 
confirmed that soldiers were 
being moved out of the border 
area, but said it was “a limited 
number from areas where 
they were not engaged in any 
operation.” 

He declined further comment 
and asked his name not be used, 
citing the sensitivity of the 
situation. 

The White House said it was 
discussing the reported troop 
movements with U.S. embassies 
in the region and was urging 
both countries to cooperate in 
investigating the attacks and 
fighting terrorism. 

“We hope that both sides will 


avoid taking steps that will 
unnecessarily raise tensions 
during these already tense 
times,” said White House 
spokesman Gordon Johndroe. 
Analysts said the redeployment 
was likely meant as a warning 
to India not to launch missile 
strikes against militant targets 
on its territory, a response 
that some have speculated is 
possible. 

“It is a message to India that 
if you think you can get away 
with strikes, you are sadly 
mistaken,” said Talat Masood, 
a retired general and military 
analyst based in Islamabad. 
Pakistan and India have 
fought three wars since their 


Associated Press 
independence from Britain 
in 1947, two over Kashmir, a 
Muslim majority region in the 
Himalayas claimed by both 
countries. 

They came close to a fourth after 
suspected Pakistani militants 
attacked India’s parliament in 
2001. Both countries massed 
hundreds of thousands of 
troops to the disputed Kashmir 
region, but tensions cooled 
after intensive international 
diplomacy. 

News of the buildup comes as 
Indian officials say militant 
activity in Indian Kashmir has 
fallen to its lowest levels since 
an anti-India militant movement 
began there in 1989. Q

record winning run 

LOS ANGELES (AP) - The Los Angeles Lakers capitalized on 
their first chance to get some revenge for last year’s NBA finals 
defeat, beating Boston 92-83 on Thursday to end the Celtics’ 
franchise-record winning streak at 19 games. 

Kobe Bryant had 27 points and nine rebounds and Pau Gasol 
scored seven of his 20 points in the final 3 minutes in the 
Christmas Day showdown. 

The Celtics dropped to 27-3, while the Lakers improved to 24- 
5 with their 12th straight home victory. They’re 15-1 at home 
overall. 

The victory was the 1,000th for Phil Jackson, enabling him to 
become the sixth coach in NBA history to reach that milestone. 
The 63-year-old has a career record of 1,000-423 in 17-plus 
seasons as coach of the Chicago Bulls and Lakers. 

Magic 88, Hornets 68

Army hires Cal 
Poly’s Ellerson 
as football coach 

WEST POINT, N.Y. - Cal 
Poly’s Rich Ellerson was hired 
as Army’s football coach Friday, 
joining a team that hasn’t had a 
winning record since 1996. 

He replaces Stan Brock, who 
was fired Dec. 12 after a pair 
of 3-9 seasons. This season 
concluded with a 34-0 loss to 
Navy. 

Under Ellerson, Cal Poly made 
it to the Football Championship 
Subdivision playoffs four times 
and was ranked as high as No. 
3 this season. He was 56-34 in 
his eight years at Cal Poly. 
Ellerson was defensive 
coordinator at Arizona from 
1997 to 2000. His nearly 30 
years of college coaching 
includes a stint as head coach at 
Southern Utah. 

“I will never receive, nor 
have I ever received a finer 
compliment professionally or 
personally than to be entrusted 
with the Army football program 
at this point in its history,” 
Ellerson said in a statement. 
Ellerson grew up with Army 
football — his father and 
two brothers were West Point 
graduates. His brother John 
was captain of the 1962 team 
that went 6-4. 

“Rich has the experience 
we need,” West Point 
Superintendent Lt. Gen. 
Franklin Hagenbeck said. “An 
award and title-winning head 
coach who runs the option, 
Rich also has extensive ties to 
West Point and the Army.” 
Athletic director Kevin 
Anderson said he’s long 
admired Ellerson’s work with 
the triple option at Cal Poly. 
“One of our primary goals of 
the search was to find someone 
capable of turning around our 
program immediately and we 
are confident Rich is the perfect 
individual to accomplish that,” 
he said.
